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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant states regarding the proposed amendments "these changes ... are 
merely editorial in nature"; however, such is not the case. In proposed independent 
claim 7, the phase "or laminated" is deleted, limiting the claim to the "wound" 
embodiment. This amendment would necessitate further consideration and/or search. 

2. Applicant's arguments were addressed in the previous advisory action. Applicant 
has not updated the arguments to correspond to the current proposed amendment, 
particularly the amendment of claim 7.
